The mother's pleadings were in valn, but
when Ensign Palmer, who s the matron
of the Heseus House, made it plaln to Jefiie
that she conld not remelon she made the
best of & bad bargaln and went homo with
her mother, All thls happened on Wedness
day of lust week,

The report came from Atlantic Clty yes-
terdny that Jefie bad gone to New York,
jolded the Salvation Army and announced
her intention of spending the remalnder of
Ler days In saving slopers.

When tbe officers of the Army heard this
story they promptly denied it and furnished
evidence to prove that Jefie was not and
never had been a member of the Army.
This is how Jeffic became an inmafe of the
RBalvation Army home:

BOW JEFFIN WAS FOUND,

A young woman aceosted s band of Bal
vationists who were slumming in Cherry
gtreet on July 29 last. She was neatly
dressed, good looking, and modest in her
manner. She told them that her name was
Teflé Moore and that she came from West-

*T got 'in this big eclty to-day,” she sald,

COERCION' BY THE TRUST.

Jobbers Told How They Were
Treated by the American
Tobacco Company,

Warned That They Must Not Sell
Cigarettes Made by Any Oppo-
sition Caoncern.

READING OF TESTIMONY WENT ON,

Vice-Chancellor Reed Suggested That |t
Be Omitted, but the Opposing Coun-
sel Could Not Come to an
Agreament.

Newark, N. J., March 27.—Had a band of
“Weary Willles"” pitched its eamp in the
Chancery Court rooms here to-day It is
deubtful If they could have mnde Viee-
Chancellor Reed feel more uneasy than did
the army of learned counsel In the suit of
the State ageinst the Americnn Tobaceo
Company when they agalyd announced that
they ¢onld not agree on the Viee-Ohaneel-
lor's suggestion to omit the reading of the
unimportant part of the 1,800 pages of testl-
mony taken In the ecase durlog the past
two ryears by Commlssioner Walter J,
Cleary.

It was the second tlme that the Viee-
Chancellor had made the snggestion since
the reading wis begun yesterday, and it
wis the second time thnt It had not been
aceepted. This was due to the fact that
Thomas- M. McOarter, of counsel for the
prosccution, had not henrd the testimony
and wanted to Tamibarize himself with It
before the time for argument emme.

THE READING CONTINUED.

The reading of the testimony was then
reguimed, and the Viee-Chancellor sank back
In his c¢hafr, will bhis eyes contred on the
ceiling, His eyellds frequently drooped us
though he were slumbering; then they
wonld open wide aghln, sand g8 he glanced
#bout the room an expression would pass
over his face which seemed to say: “You
people weary me,"

The expression on Joseph H. Uhoate’s face

The testimony read to-day was that of
Jobbers and retall dealers of New York and
other cities In regard to thelr deallngs with
the Amerlcan Tobneco Compuny, and also
thelr bendling of goods of tha opposition, ar
Natlonal Clgarcette and Tobsceo Company.

Asn Lemleln, n New York jobber, accerd-
Ing to his testiwony, had signed a contrict
to handle the Amerlean Cowmpany's goods,
nnd contlnued to handle them becaose there
was o lnrger margin of profit on them, He
bad never been warned not to bandle goods
of the Nutlotinl Company. James O'Connell,
Moses Wpinsiprlf and Joscph J. H. Rosen,
all New Yorlkt Jobbers, gave simllar test-
mony before the Commissipner.

Herman Mandelbaum's testimony showed
that he received five cents per thousand
more rebate from the American Compan
than he did rrom the individunl fivms previ-
ous to the organlzation of the compuny, and
thut be received hls rebute in six gunonths
Instead of nine, as had been the custom.

WARNED BY TRUST AGENTS,

The testitnony of Charles A. Taunl, of
the Monroe Clgar Company, of Rochester,
N. Y., showed that he bad signed a Trust
coniract, but when he began. to bandle
goods of the Natiomal company he was
fold by the Trust ngents thet he must
stop or his rebates would be cut off, and
also Lis supply. He refused to be coerged,
and o oconsegquence had to stop handlin
Trust goods. He averred that idpents o
the Trust made tours of New York State,
and when they discovered a dealer ex-
hibiting anti-Trost dgoods. he was warned
to stop or he would no longer he supplied
by the Amerlenn (.‘-oma:::r.
